I came out of a big drive yesterday 
and it was the most nerve shattering 
one I ever hope to be in. By savage 
and terrible, fightiivr we pierced, the 
Hun lines and .drove -them for many 
miles, this under a'regular Hell of ar- 
:illery and machine grun fire. Just to 
give you an idea, of "what it is like '. 
will give you one of my1 experiences. 
We had driven the Hun. out of the 
trench, systems and had them out in 
open war fare, which means th© only 
protection one has against the enemy 
is afforded by little holes we dig:. The 
Hun artillery started to bombard our 
position so I lay in the hole wondering 
if it would be possible to live through 
it—it is a matter of luck you know. 
Well along came a shell which tore 
the edge off my hole and failed to 
explode, the neart shell landed three 
feet from my head at the top of the 
hole, exploded, blew the hole in on 
top 'of me and the concussion knock- 
ed me senseless. I came to, gathered 
my scattered senses together and with 
my head ring-ing from the concussion, 
got out from under the dirt and ran 
for a little ditch near by. As I drew 
near th-e shell came shrieking along 
so I made a long dive for the little 
trench and landed in it on the raang-- 
led bodies of some dead and. wounded 
Marines. 
It seems a shell had just 
lit in it, and blood from head to foot 
I ran for another ditch like a trench 
and took refuge in it among- some dead 
and wounded Marines and Huns. If 
one of our own attacks are severe to 
us they are a living hell on earth to 
the Huns and it is beyond human en- 
durance for the Germany army lo 
stand up under the terrible onslaughts 
of the allied: armies for many more 
months.
